November, emails show © Vernon Martell in custody at Central Nova Correctional Facility in 
Burnside for theft under $5,000 O Department says discrepancy error reason for release 


The Justice Department took 26 hours to 
devise a news release before it notified the 
public about the mistaken release of a pris¬ 
oner last year, according to emails obtained 
under access-to-information legislation. 

The emails, between various officials in 
the department including Justice Minister 
Ross Landry, are largely blacked out and 
don’t explain why it took more than a day 
to issue a brief statement about the prema¬ 
ture release of Vernon Martell on Nov. 5. 

But they confirm the Justice Department 


was not aware of the mistake until Nov. 8 
and that officials drafted a news release a 
day later and issued it after media outlets 
inquired about the mistake. 

In all, more than two dozen emails were 
exchanged between Justice officials before 
they issued a news release on Nov. 9 at 6:32 
p.m. about Martell’s premature release. 

In an interview, department spokesper¬ 
son Bruce Nunn said Martell’s case was 
complex because he was to return to jail 
for breaching a conditional sentence in the

Our public 
school sys¬ 
tem ap¬ 
pears to be 
failing us. 

Based 
on re¬ 
search I’ve 
conducted, 
more than 50 per cent of 
people in HRM feel it is 
not delivering the out¬ 
comes that we need. 

And furthermore, more 
than 80 per cent feel the 
provincial government 
does not invest enough in 
the system. 

That’s a rather interest¬ 
ing finding given the cur¬ 
rent debate about funding 
to the province’s school 
boards. 

By contrast, Haligoni¬ 
ans have a very positive 
view of the post-secondary 
education system. 

More than 90 per cent 
of respondents reported 
to me in recent polls that 
they rate our universities 
as good to excellent, and a 
resounding 95 per cent 
rate our community col¬ 
lege system as good to ex¬ 
cellent. 

The difference in our 
views regarding P-12 ver¬ 
sus post-secondary educa¬ 
tion all seems to boil 
down to our perception of 


the quality of the system 
and, of course, the out¬ 
comes. 

Faith in our public 
school system has been 
deteriorating since the 
early 1990s. 

The reasons for this 
drop in confidence in our 
schools boil down to per¬ 
ceptions of “poor quality 
of teaching” (46 per cent), 
“poor condition of our 
schools” (12 per cent) and 
“poor course selection” 
(16 per cent) 

Almost 60 per cent of 
HRM residents believe the 
system is not delivering a 
sound basic education, the 
three R’s. 

On the other hand, our 
universities and colleges 
are delivering great value 
for the money, and if 
asked, more than 85 per 
cent of us would recom¬ 
mend pursuing a post-sec¬ 
ondary education. 

A growing number of 
us, however, would sug¬ 
gest college over universi¬ 
ty. 

Government preoccu¬ 
pation about the cost of 
education may be well 
founded, but when is 
someone going to start 
talking about quality, val¬ 
ue for money?

Menacing gangs backing 
President Hosni Mubarak 
attacked journalists and 
human rights activists 
Thursday as Egypt’s crisis 
took an ugly turn. 

Protesters and regime 
supporters fought in a sec¬ 
ond day of rock-throwing 
battles at a central Cairo 
square while lawlessness 
spread around the city. 

New looting and arson 
erupted, 

Meanwhile, more trou¬ 
ble loomed as organizers 
called for protesters tiying 
to topple the regime to fill 
every square in the huge 
capital on Friday. 

The new vice-president, 
Omar Suleiman, fuelled 
anti-foreign sentiment by 
going on state television 
and blaming outsiders for 
fomenting unrest. 

Mubarak himself said in 
a television interview that 


he’s fed up and wants to 
resign. But he said he can’t 
for fear the country will 
sink into chaos. 

He said he’s very unhap¬ 
py about the clashes in 
central Tahrir Square. 

“I do not want to see 
Egyptians fighting each 
other,” said Mubarak, 82. 

Pro-government mobs 
beat foreign journalists 


with sticks and fists. The 
Committee to Protect Jour¬ 
nalists said 24 reporters 
were detained in 24 hours, 
including representatives 
of The Washington Post 
and The New York Times. 

Twenty-one journalists 
were assaulted, including 
two with Fox News. 

One Greek journalist 
was stabbed in the leg 


with a screwdriver, and a 
photographer was 

punched in the face, his 
equipment smashed. 

The Arabic news net¬ 
work Al-Arabiya pleaded 
for the army to protect its 
journalists. 

Al-Jazeera said four of 
its correspondents were 
attacked.

Yemen 
cities 
erupt with 
protests 

Tens of thousands of pro¬ 
testers Thursday staged 
unprecedented demon¬ 
strations against Yemen’s 
autocratic president, a key 
U.S. ally in battling world¬ 


wide Islamic militants. 

Protesters rallied in sev¬ 
en towns and cities across 
Yemen, with chants of 
“Down, down, down with 
the regime!” and banners 
calling on the president to 
resign now. 

In Sanaa, several thou¬ 
sand government support¬ 
ers held a counter-rally, 
with banners warning the 
opposition is tiying to 
destabilize Yemen. 


Militaiy helicopters 
hovered in some areas, 
and there was a heavy se¬ 
curity presence around 
the Interior Ministiy and 
the Central Bank. 

President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh, in office for three 
decades, said Wednesday 
he would not seek re-elec¬ 
tion in 2013. But opposi¬ 
tion groups say they are 
suspicious of his offer.

Slaughtered sled dogs called old, 
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The man at the centre of a 
slaughter of up to 100 sled 
dogs says half the animals 
put down were old, sick or 
“not adoptable.” 

Robert Fawcett and the 
company that bought his 
business, Outdoor Adven¬ 
tures, issued a statement 
in an effort to answer 
some of the questions 
hanging over the case that 
has grabbed headlines 
around the world. 

The statement said Faw¬ 
cett told Outdoor Adven¬ 
tures he estimated about 
50 dogs would have to be 
euthanized. 

“These dogs live to run 


and were not able to do so 
and would have had to be 
kept in cages with the re¬ 
sult that they would have 
had very poor or virtually 
no quality of life,” the 
statement said. 

It’s alleged the animals 
were dumped in a mass 
grave after business col¬ 
lapsed following the 2010 
Winter Olympics. 

WorlcSafe BC docu¬ 
ments indicate the dogs 
were shot and others had 
their throats slit. 

Both the RCMP and the 
SPCA have been investigat¬ 
ing. 

A worker has been 


awarded compensation re¬ 
lated to post-traumatic 
stress from the incident. 


On Wednesday, Fawcett 
was removed from the 
board of directors of a 


group that sets voluntaiy 
guidelines for the industry. 

“We’re not assigning 
any guilt on him and we 
certainly don’t have any 
more information than 
anyone else,” Mush with 
Pride president Karen 
Ramstead said from Perry- 
vale, Alta., where she runs 
a kennel for Siberian 
huskies. 

“We just felt that our by¬ 
laws allowed for this if a 
board member was bring¬ 
ing unwanted attention to 
Mush with Pride, which is 
what we felt this situation 
was doing.”

The reverse bears 
four stylized maple leaves, 
the Queen’s ER initials and 
the dates 1952-2012.

Harper said the medal will 
be awarded to Canadians 
who have made outstand¬ 
ing contributions to their 
communities and their 
country.

A Canadian man busted in 
the United States for im¬ 
porting cocaine has lost his 
bid to force Ottawa to 
allow him to serve out his 
sentence in Canada.

O Canada now in line with U.S., 
European standards for packed 
baggage © Goal is to ‘reduce hassles’ 


Small scissors and tools, 
such as eyeglass screw¬ 
drivers, are now permitted 
aboard planes, while restric¬ 
tions on liquids, gels and 
aerosols remain the same. 

There’s a six-centimetre 
limit for these tools, exclud¬ 
ing the handle. Knives of 
any length, including Swiss 
Army multi-tools, are still 
banned. 

The changes announced 
Thursday are part of an ef¬ 
fort to reduce hassles at air¬ 
ports, Transport Minister 
Chuck Strahl said at a news 
conference at Ottawa’s 
Macdonald-Cartier airport. 
Other changes are in the 
works to speed up security 
screening. 

“There will also be new 
dedicated lanes for families 
and those with special 
needs, with equipment

The CRTC will delay imple¬ 
menting its ruling on us¬ 
age-based Internet billing 
while it reviews the deci¬ 
sion. But Ottawa said if the

CRTC chairman Konrad 
von Finckenstein told a 
House of Commons com¬ 
mittee Thursday that the 
move to allow major Inter¬ 
net service providers to 


change how they charge 
for data will be delayed for 
at least 60 days beyond the 
March 1 start date. He said 
the review will seek to veri¬ 
fy that the decision pro¬ 
tects customers and 


penalizes only heavy con¬ 
sumers of Internet services.

Clement said the ruling is 
“not acceptable” and will 
“not be implemented.”

Immigration 
consultants 
light for 
survival 

The embattled organiza¬ 
tion that oversees immigra¬ 
tion consultants is going on 
the offensive. 

The self-regulating Cana¬ 
dian Society of Immigra¬ 
tion Consultants has long 
been attacked for problems 
with accountability, and 
turning a blind eye to un¬ 
scrupulous consultants 
who make victims of new¬ 
comers to Canada. 

Proposed legislation that 
will force the society to 
reapply for status as a pro¬ 
fessional body is about to 
go through the Senate. The 


society has just released 
four audits it commis¬ 
sioned as part of its applica¬ 
tion, and says the reports 
are generally favourable. 
The group has also taken 
out advertising, arguing 
the criticisms are based on 
dated information. 

The proposed legislation 
takes aim at so-called 
“ghost” consultants who 
charge newcomers large 
fees and make promises 
but often fail to deliver. 

The bill would give Im¬ 
migration Minister Jason 
Kenney more power to 
choose, oversee and disci¬ 
pline the body chosen to 
regulate immigrant con¬ 
sultants. 

Kenney said in Decem¬ 
ber that a decision on the 
regulatoiy body would be 
made within weeks.

Each time I interview 
someone really famous the 
questions start.

Jennifer Aniston is no 
stranger to fame, but there 
are still some aspects she 
hasn’t gotten used to. 

For instance, walking a 
red carpet still produces 
butterflies in her stomach. 

“It’s a fun excitement,” 
she says. 

“It’s sort of like going on 
stage, you know? It’s but¬ 
terflies, it’s nerves, it keeps 
it new. Hopefully that fear 
will never go away.” 

One thing she would 
like to go away, of course, 
would be all the tabloid 
speculation about her per¬ 
sonal life — though that 
will probably outlast her 
pre-carpet jitters. 

Still, Aniston has 
learned how to weather 
the gossip storms, even if 


her family hasn’t. 

“If I don’t know that it’s 
there, I’m just living my 
life, having fun doing my 
thing,” she says. “The only 
way I’m really privy to it is 
when I have to field ques¬ 


tions from my family 
members, because, for 
some reason, they still be¬ 
lieve it’s true.” 

And given how often 
she’s on supermarket 
newsstands, that means a 
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lot of concerned 
phonecalls. 

“You stay as far away 
from it as possible and just 
try to deal with the emails 
and phone calls from your 
mother, saying, ‘Are you 
adopting?”’ Aniston says 
with an exasperated laugh. 

“‘Are you dating some¬ 
body?’ ‘No, mom.’ ‘Well, 
Aunt Jean thinks...’ ‘No.’ 
‘Are you getting married at 
Oprah’s? An $8 million 
wedding?’ ‘No. I told you, 


don’t believe it.’” 

Aniston would much 
rather people focus on her 
work, like her latest come¬ 
dy, Just Go With It, in 
which she stars as the best 
friend and assistant to a 
plastic surgeon (Adam San¬ 
dler) who goes along with a 
harebrained scheme to 
pose as his soon-to-be ex- 
wife to assuage a new girl¬ 
friend’s fears that he’s not 
a philanderer. 

The movie takes a few 


jabs at plastic surgeiy en¬ 
thusiasts early on — and 
even features a quick 
cameo by Heidi Montag — 
but it also gave Aniston a 
chance to think about the 
practice and its implica¬ 
tions. 

“I think there’s an ex¬ 
treme pressure on women 
and men to just stay 
young,” she says. 

“And the unfortunate 
thing is a lot of women 
who go too far end up look¬ 
ing a hell of a lot older 
than they actually are. It 
sort of has the reverse ef¬ 
fect. So ... talk to me in 10 
years.” 

Thanks to a much more 
A-list cameo, Aniston gets 
to spend a good amount of 
time in Just Go With It 
with Nicole Kidman, who 
pops up as her old sorority 
sister and nemesis. 

But it wasn’t Aniston’s 
first exposure to Kidman. 

“I had met her before 
and she was immediately 
disarming, so I knew how 
great of a girl she was,” 
Aniston says. “I knew how 
funny she was. She pretty 
much can do anything.” 

But there was one thing 
Kidman couldn’t do, it 
turns out: truly embody a 
mean girl. 

“Nicole was so sweet. 
She would always feel real¬ 
ly bad after she had to do 
something a little snarky to 
me,” Aniston remembers. 

“We’d cut and she’d just 
come over and be like, ‘I’m 
so soriy.’

How as it been coming back 
to Bored to Death for a 
second season? 


Fun. I’ve worked with the 
same directors a couple of 
times, and I’ve sometimes 
worked with an actor who 
I’ve worked with before, 
but I’ve never worked play¬ 
ing the same character. 
And it’s a really great expe¬ 
rience, personally, for 
someone like me. I get a lit¬ 
tle bit embarrassed some¬ 


times, especially the first 
days of any job. It’s embar¬ 
rassing to say your lines. I 
just think about the crew. 
Like, are the crew going, 
“This guy is an actor?” But 
the second season, the 
same crew, they have al¬ 
ready seen you be terrible, 
so there’s really nothing to 
be afraid of anymore. 

Does that means you're in it 
for the long run? 

I would like to be, yeah. 
Have you heard something 
else? 

How much have your life and 
career changed since you've 
become a father? 

Well, I’ve just become a fa¬ 
ther.

I mean, it’s so 
cheesy to talk about. My

Working with co-stars like 
Ted Danson and Zach Galifi- 
anakis...as much fun as it 
sounds? 

It is. Not to take your ques¬ 


tion and make it negative, 
but I have worked before 
on situations where it was¬ 
n’t fun, where you just see 
someone acting in a way 
that just seems to be a little 
bit rude. And especially at 
the end of 20 hours, you re¬ 
ally don’t like certain peo¬ 
ple if you already didn’t 
like them, because you just 
feels like, “OK, I can’t fake 
this anymore.” So to be able 
to work with Ted and Zach 
and have this experience 
where we’re all getting 
along so well, I’m so thank¬ 
ful for it. And they’re so up 
for tiying things. Some¬ 
times you can work with 
people who don’t want to 
keep doing another take. 
They’re just like, “Come 
on, we got it. I have a din¬ 
ner reservation.”

The four guys in Cold War 
Kids came to a decision a 
few years back: It’s time to 
go all in or get out.

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Big Ben 
needs more 
than big win 

O QB’s marketability in tatters due 
to notoriety O Experts say Super 
Bowl can’t fully restore image 


By Sunday night, Ben 
Roethlisberger could be in 
rarefied company as a 
three-time Super Bowl-win¬ 
ning quarterback. 

Yet even if he joins the 
likes of superstar Tom 
Brady and Hall of Famer 
Troy Aikman, marketing 
experts say the Steelers QB 
probably won’t overcome 
his off-the-field notoriety — 
including two sexual as¬ 
sault accusations — and 
pick up the fluriy of en¬ 
dorsements NFL champs 
typically enjoy. 

“You don’t build back 
trust with a one-game per¬ 
formance, even if it’s the 
Super Bowl,” said Bill 
Glenn, senior vice-president 
of the Dallas-based sports- 
business firm The Market¬ 
ing Arm. “I’d be surprised if 
there’s a long line outside 
his agent’s office even if he 
wins MVP.” 

Roethlisberger has had a 
minimal presence in adver¬ 
tising since he was accused 
in March of sexually as¬ 
saulting a 20-year-old col¬ 
lege student — the second 
time since 2008 that he 
faced assault allegations. 
Georgia authorities de¬ 
clined to bring charges, but 
he received a four-game 
suspension at the start of 
this season for violating the 
NFL’s personal conduct poli¬ 
cy. 

His sturdy play since his 
return has won back the 
hearts of some Pittsburgh 
fans who had soured on 
him. But nationally, accord¬ 
ing to marketing experts, 
his image remains tar¬ 
nished. 

“The best thing Mr. 
Roethlisberger can do is 
have a veiy quiet week off 
the field and a veiy loud 
week on the field,” said 
Kevin Adler, CEO of the 
Chicago-based sports con¬ 
sulting firm Engage Market¬ 
ing. 

“With a good game and a 
quiet off-season, there’s an 
opportunity to develop a 
maturation of his brand in 
the future.” 

The challenge facing 
Roethlisberger is starkly il¬ 
lustrated in the so-called N- 
Scores, which the Nielsen 
Co. compiles to rate ath¬ 
letes’ endorsement poten¬ 
tial based on their appeal, 
name recognition and oth¬ 
er factors. His score has 
plummeted from above 140 
in 2008 to 24 in the wake of

the assault cases; by com¬ 
parison, Green Bay quarter¬ 
back Aaron Rodgers’ score 
is 39 and Peyton Manning’s 
is 262. 

John Sweeney, a profes¬ 
sor of sports communica¬ 
tion at the University of 
North Carolina’s journal¬ 
ism school, noted that 
Roethlisberger — even pre¬ 
scandal — was never in 
Manning’s league as a 
pitchman. 

He won deals to repre¬ 
sent a barbecue sauce, a 
Pittsburgh auto dealership 
and a beef jerky brand, al¬ 
though that company 
dropped him last year. He 
also remains on the roster 
of athletes signed by Nike 
to wear its gear, although 
Nike confirmed it hasn’t 
used him in recent adver¬ 
tisements. 

“When people talk about 
marketability with Ben, 
how far is he going to fall 
anyway?” Sweeney asked. 
“He’s not a huge player in 
the huge sponsorship mar¬ 
ket, so there’s not as much 
that’s threatened.” 

Roethlisberger himself, 
during the run-up to Sun¬ 
day’s game, has tried to de¬ 
flect talk about his 
suspension and off-field 
problems. 

His agent, Ryan Tollner, 
didn’t respond to a request 
for comment on the mar¬ 
ketability issue, made 
through his firm, Irvine, 
Calif.-based Rep 1 Sports 
Group. 

The firm’s website says 
the marketing portfolio as¬ 
sembled by Tollner for 
Roethlisberger “generates 
millions of dollars per year, 
with creative deals such as 
Big Ben’s BBQ Sauces, Big 
Ben’s Beef Jerky, a T-shirt 
campaign, memorabilia 
arrangement and profitable 
website.” the associated press

Punter gets 
chance to 
payback 
Packers 

Jeremy Kapinos was sitting 
at home two months ago, 
waiting anxiously for 
another chance at the NFL. 

Then, his phone rang 
one night and it was the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. They 
needed a fill-in punter af¬ 
ter Daniel Sepulveda was 
injured, and Kapinos was 
on a flight from Arlington, 
Va., the next day. 

A few tryout kicks and 
he had the job. 

“I certainly wasn’t 
thinking that this was 
where I was going to end 
up,” Kapinos said, “but I 
was pretty confident that 
if something came up and 
I had the opportunity, I’d 
take advantage of it.” 

After all, he expected to 
be punting for the Green 
Bay Packers and helping 
them make a 
championship run. 

Instead, he wasn’t re¬ 
signed last season and 
went home angiy. After a 
one-weelc stint earlier this 
season in Indianapolis, he 
now gets a chance to help 
beat the Packers team that 
rejected him — in the Su¬ 
per Bowl, no less. 

“The past is the past,” 
Kapinos said. “I think my 
emotions fall more with 
the fact that this is the 
Steelers and because I 
went to Penn State. A lot of 
my friends and teammates 
are Steelers fans and you 
always hear about them, 
so that means more to me 
than anything else.” 

Kapinos, who averaged 
41.1 yards in regular- 
season games with the 
Steelers, could play a piv¬ 
otal role Sunday by 
helping establish field po¬ 
sition against the tough 
Packers defence. It could 
be the perfect capper to 
his journey. 
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Hines Ward — soon to be 
all of 35 — stroked his 
whiskers and pondered 
the suggestion. Yes, he 
liked being called a men¬ 
tor. 

Donald Driver, who just 
turned 36, winced a bit be¬ 
fore admitting that, yes, he 
liked it, too. 

Pittsburgh’s Ward and 
Green Bay’s Driver, with a 
quarter-century in the NFL 
combined, no longer are 
the runaway receivers for 
their teams. No matter. 
There will be plenty of 
downfield dynamos 

around them Sunday when 
the Steelers and Packers 
meet in the Super Bowl. 

“Sometimes you just 
have to accept your role,” 


Driver said Thursday. “This 
year we had a bunch of 
great receivers that were 
able to step up. I had an in¬ 
jury earlier in the year that 
kind of set me back, but I 
think our young guys 
stepped up and played 
well. 

“Those are the types of 
guys you want on the 
team, the ones that any 
time one of the veteran 
guys go down, they step 
up.” 

That would mean back¬ 
ups James Jones and Jordy 
Nelson. They complement¬ 
ed No. 1 receiver Greg Jen¬ 
nings and Driver so well 
that Green Bay had the 
fifth-best passing game in 
the league despite little 


balance and a third-string 
rookie getting much of the 
action at tight end. 

Ward is surrounded by 
Mike Wallace, whose de¬ 
velopment in two NFL sea¬ 
sons has been 
“spectacular,” Ward says, 
and rookies Antonio 
Brown and Emmanuel 
Sanders. 

“I just tiy to spread my 
knowledge to these guys 
about the game,” said 
Ward, the MVP of the 2006 
Super Bowl. “The first Su¬ 
per Bowl, it was (Antwaan) 
Randle-El and myself. And 
the second Super Bowl, it 
was Santonio (Holmes) and 
myself. And now, playing 
in a third Super Bowl, it’s 
Mike Wallace.” 


If the young players 
lean on the 13-year vet for 
guidance, Ward and the 
Steelers lean on them, too. 

“With those guys, the 
more and more the season 
went on, the more and 
more they gained confi¬ 
dence and the more and 
more Ben (Roethlisberger) 
had confidence in them to 
make plays,” Ward said. 

“They just stepped up 
each time their number 
was called. There’s going 
to be a point in this game 
where not only myself, but 
the younger guys will have 
to step up big and make 
plays, and we have all the 
confidence in the world 
that they’ll do it.”

The website devoted to 
Ted Thompson’s ouster 
from Green Bay doesn’t 
get many hits anymore. 
Not too much going on 
there these days, except 
for this message: “I’m not 
afraid to admit it. I was 
wrong.

“I get that a lot,” he 
said. 

The man who put the 
Packers on a path that led 
to an ignominious exit for 
Brett Favre, replacing him 
at quarterback with Aaron 
Rodgers and, now, a 
return to the Super Bowl, 
says he isn’t into “I told 
you so.” 

He’s been around foot¬ 
ball too long for smugness. 

“This business,” Green 
Bay’s general manager 
said, “is way too hard to sit 
back and reflect on the 
past. You tiy to learn from 
your mistakes, but you 
don’t spend any time at all 
going backward.” 

Despite what comes off 
as his high-risk, high- 
reward method of 
decision-making, Thomp¬ 
son may be the most mod¬ 
est and soft-spoken of the 
NFL’s 32 GMs. 

The moves he’s best 
known for — the ones that 
spawned the website and 
made him a lightning rod 
for disgruntled fans in 
Green Bay — were the de¬ 
cisions to pick Rodgers at 
No. 24 in the 2005 draft, 
then hand him the team 
three years later after trad¬ 
ing Favre. 

Thompson has spent 
the week deflecting 
requests to discuss his role 
in that unsettling chain of 
events — the moves most 
widely recognized as the 
ones that led to Green 
Bay’s latest renaissance.

O Andy Pettitte retires with 203 Yankee victories, trailing only Whitey Ford and Red Ruffing 


Andy Pettitte is going 
ahead with his decision to 
retire, leaving the New 
York Yankees with two 
huge holes in what appears 
to be a rather wobbly start¬ 
ing rotation. 

The team scheduled a 
Friday morning news con¬ 
ference at Yankee Stadium 
for Pettitte to announce the 
choice he had been leaning 
toward since the end of last 


season. 

“I don’t think enough 
people know that he’s still 
the leader of this pitching 
staff until today,” former 
Yankee Paul O’Neill said in 
a telephone interview. 

A five-time World Series 
champion and the third- 
winningest pitcher in team 
histoiy, Pettitte became a 
free agent after the World 
Series. The 38-year-old left-
